"We read in Washington dispatches 


that the administration is engaged in the 
pleasant task of laying on the rod to Sen- 
ator LaFollette because of alleged irregu- 
larities and his hostility to President Har- 


AVe fail to see by what right the 


atjon assumes to judge Senator 


LaFollctte. withhold from him patronage 
for "Wisconsin that is his and divert it to 
Senator Lcnroot. 
Mr. LaFollctte has a 


right to resent this with all his might and 
conscience. 


Mr. LaFollette not only represents the 


Republican party in AYiscousiu. but is the 
Republican party. Any person or any 
group in AVisconsin out of step with the 
Senator is out okstep with the party. Mr. 
LaFollette and his personally selected 
delegation represented AVisconsiu in the 
Republican 
National 
Convention last 


year. He and his organization nominated 
and elected the present governor of AVis- 
consin, wrote the platform that binds the 
Republican party in AVisconsin and is ad- 
mittedly in complete control of the party 
machinery in this state. 


It is not a question of agreeing or dis- 


agreeing with Mr. LaFollette's political , 
views, with his acts, his speeches or his 
policies. 
It is simply a question of ac- 


cepting what is Republican doctrine and 
Republican will in the'state of AVisconsin. 
This doctrine and this will are personi- 
fied in Robert M. LaFollette and neither 
the national Republican organization nor 
President Harding himself has a right to 
exclude Mr. LaFollette from the party 
council or party patronage on the ground 
that he is not a Republican or that he is 
betraying Republican principles. Mr. 
LaFollette is the heart and soul of Re- 
publicanism i in AViseonsin. 
If the Re- 


publicanism of this state differs essen- 
tially from that of other states or of the 
country at large, this is another matter. 
We have yet to hear, however, of a 
can- 


didate for president refusing the electoral 
vote of Republican AVisconsin or of break- 
ing with Mr. LaFollette at election time. 


In choosing to ally himself with Sen- 


ator Lenroot. President Harding has 
mis- 


judged the state of AVisconsin. 
This he 


•will discover when LaFollette comes up 
for reelection and his title to the Repub- 
lican leadership of this state is again 
confirmed. 
Mi-. LaFollette takes punish- 


ment well, and he also knows how to re- 
taliate. If he lives he will be a Republi- 
can chieftain long after Mr. Harding re- 
turns to private Jife. 
Since Republican- 


ism means one thing in California, an- 
other in New York, still another in AVash- 
ington. and yet one more in AVisconsin. it 
is up to the president to recognize Mr. 
LaFollette's title and the prerogatives 
that go with it. 
It is wholly unfair to 


discriminate against him on grounds of 
irregularity or disloyalty. 


it must be acceded to. Everywhere the 
railroads are criticized and hostile feel- 
ing is being engendered because of what 
the public regard as exorbitant freight 
rates. 
Efforts of the administration to 


reduce rates, and applications before the 
Interstate Commerce commission for this 
purpose are resisted. 


Now the railroad operators, if they 


know anything at all about what is before 
them, know that freight rates must and 
will come down. Furthermore;they know 
that, they can be brought down substan- 
tially and the railroad business conducted 
at a profit. The main question is not one 
of rates at all, but of volume. 
Sufficient 


traffic at lower rates will net the railroads 
much larger earnings than, they are now 
receiving. 
Excessive freight rates are 


one of the great obstacles, if not the only 
real obstacle, to a reinstatement of that 
volume of traffic which can be handled 
most efficiently audmost economically, and 
with the largest measure of returns to the 
railroad owners. In some respects the 
attitude of the railroad amounts to indif- 
ference to the commercial necessities of 
the country. 


AVhen the farmers complained some 


months ago that eshorbitant freight rates 
prohibited shipments of produce to the 
markets, and calised them a great loss 
through waste and depreciation, some of 
the rail executives attempted to compile 
statistics showing the necessities of high 
rates. Needless to say these statistics were 
not convincing then and they are not 
con- 


vincing now. Manufacturers and busi- 
ness men are undergoing the same experi- 
ences the farmers xinderweut. In many 
instances traffic charges prevent the move- 
ment of certain kinds of commodities and 
merchandise. In some cases they are vir- 
tually coniiscatory, being almost as much, 
or as nruch as the value of the commodity 
itself. 


AVe have had liquidations in almost 


every field of industry and commerce but 
we have not had it in the railroad busi- 
ness. It is now time for the railroads to 
liquidate by reducing rates. There is ab- 
solutely no other alternative and they 
may as well face the necessity now as 
later, for the sooner they do the sooner 
they will be instrumental in promoting 
commercial activities. 
The longer they 


put it off. or the longer they resist the de- 
mand tie greater Avill be the misunder- 
standing between the railroads and the 
public, a circumstance which in itself 
is unfortunate and which always reacts to 
the detriment and injury of the railroads. 


TEE RAILROADS, FREIGHT RATES 


AND THE PUBLIC 


Railroad executives have (always, been 


a little prone to underestimate public 
opinion and the force of that opinion as 
a factor in their business.. If we go to 
the bottom of railway troubles in this 
country we will find that this psychology 
explains the beginning of the antagonism 
between the people and the railroads, the 
hostility of legislatures and of congress 
towards them in past years, of policies 
which in their ultimate results have 
brought bankruptcy and chaos into the 
railroad world. 


This fact is again manifesting itself 


today. Instead of endeavoring to org-an- 
i/c and direct, the transportation business 
to meet public demand, the railroads are 
for the most part resisting these demands, 
•while at the same time they are blaming 
the laws, labor unions, and polities for the. 
iliffioulties that stand between them and a 
rettirn to prosperous operation. There is 
a nation-wide 
sentiment 
in favor 
of 


marked decreases in freight rates. 
If 


the railroads only knew it, it is a mighty 
•nd irresistible sentiment, and in Lhc cud

"diagnostician" or "consulting physician," for," with 
the proper command of personality, dignity or front, 
he had only to "pronounce" the trouble thus and so, 
and that was final and authoritative, since nobody 
had the temerity to dispute him short of autopsy, 
and autopsies were mighty unpopular even then. 


Nowadays diagnosis has arrived at a stage con- 


siderably in advance of mere professional opinion. 
There are no longer any great diagnosticians or 
consulting physicians except a few godg of high 
society still left over here and there. 
Diagnosis 


comes pretty nearly being an exact science today. 
There are plenty of pathological conditions which 
are as yet deep mysteries to the physicians and ev- 
erybody else on earth; and there are plenty of new 
diseases o rmorbid states appearing as fast as the 
unknowing find new ways to defy the laws of God 
or nature. 
x 


The modern art of diagnosis is no one man or one 


mind job. It involves the clinical group plan— a 
group of men. each with more or less special train- 
ing in his own limited field. And such reputation 
or fame as a physician may acquire in diagnosis 
these days finds him almost invariably a mere unit 
of such a team. 


I'm sorry this is so. Nobody regrets rampant 


specialism in medicine and th* commercialism to- 
ward which it leads, more than I do. In fact I hart 
perhaps given a wrong impression by some of my

The obvious 
effect of this policy is to make union 
membership 
almost, 
if 
not 
quite, 


worthless. 


Why should men pay dues to the

little. 


The French were checkmated then 
but are now asking for a balance of 
power in Europe once more. Premier 
Briand says today: "Let there first 
be a pact or alliance between Great 
Britain and France—a pact which we 
offered and asked for but have not 
obtained. 
Such a pact would be the 


platform on which the reconstruction 
of Europe could best be based. It 
would be the best proof 
that our 


naval building program is not, and 
never can be, directed against our 
English friends." 


But in Washington official circles, 


the Question is asked: "Against whom 
could such an allianco be directed? 
Ts reconstruction best obtained by a 
revival of the balance of power in 
Europe and will America be bene- 
fited or harmed economically by such 
a policy in Euope?"
